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THIS SECOND EXHIBITION of a projected annual series once more 
features the Museum’s notable acquisitions of the year. Again the 
painting and sculpture categories dominate the exhibition. One of the 
most heartening developments of the year was the acquisition by gift 

and by purchase of some contemporary “avant-garde” works of art, 
including works by Soulages, Hofmann, Marca-Relli, Baziotes, 

Penalba, and others. However, the tightening market in old and near- 
modern masters required the greater part of our attention. While the late 
Monet Water Lilies has already been published in The Bulletin, the 
beautiful and important Zurbaran Holy House of Nazareth makes its 
first appearance here. The dramatic “‘quietism”’ of this canvas, combined 
with the great variety of its motifs, make it one of the most moving of 
Spanish paintings. The sculpture comes from widely separated cultures: 
Medieval France, early Renaissance Italy, Middle-Kingdom Egypt, 

the Persia of Darius and Xerxes, tribal Africa, and Medieval Japan. The 
Persian Achaemenid Median Lion Strangler, executed in rare lapis lazuli, 
is a particularly welcome purchase for it is the first important work from

the ancient Near East to be acquired since 1943, when the large Assyrian 
relief from the palace of Ashurnazirpal II was purchased. 

French tapestries of the late Middle Ages are the only remaining large 
scale pictorial productions of their milieu. To find one is rare enough; 
but to acquire three of the same set is good fortune indeed. The three 
famous Chaumont tapestries are particularly notable for their unusually 
well preserved color and rich variety of subject matter. They illuminate 
both the art and high life of late Medieval France with unusual rich- 
ness in aesthetic, intellectual, and emotional depth. 

The most important developments for Oriental art were the acquisition 
of some excellent Chinese bronzes, a category in the collections 
needing much strengthening, a rare and important early Japanese 
gilt bronze cinerary urn, and a well known and most beautiful pair of 
Japanese folding screens with European subject matter, The Arrival 
of a European Merchant Ship. The latter is a key monument in the 
early development of the Ukiyo-e style which ultimately led to the flower- 
ing of the Japanese print school. 
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Military history constantly bears witness to the initial ease of capture 
and the subsequent difficulty of holding. To acquire fine works of art 
means the responsibility to maintain them. Our increased endowment 
funds have made it possible for the Museum to embark on a con- 
centrated effort to effectively and carefully clean and restore many 
objects in the Museum’s collections. This Year Jn Review demonstrates 
the fruits of this activity by showing some of the most interesting results 
in furniture, sculpture, painting, and other media. Some of these objects 
are so spectacularly changed for the better that they seem to be new 
acquisitions. The cleaning and restoration program is a continuing one, 
expensive, but of the highest importance. 

The splendid work of the staff in the Education, Extension, and Special 
Exhibition activities is but hinted at in the visual summaries in the 
exhibition and will be reviewed, as usual, in the Annual Report.
